THE IMPORTANCE OF A PROPER LOCA-

W. I. Whiting, who is what Mr. Ruggles, of 
Bronson, Mich., calls a ‘‘ bibliooddio,” has 
made up his mind toclose his book-cellar in 
Beaver Street, New York, and has fired a part- 
ing shot at his neighbors in the shape of the 
following advertisement in the Mai/ and Ex- 
press: 

THE FACT THAT A 250,000 VOL. BOOK-STORE 

cannot live where 400 liquor saloons thrive is a dis- 


grace to the imperial city of New York. 
W. I. WHITING, 27 Beaver St. 


For seven years Mr. Whiting has fought an 
unequal battle, as he thinks, against the igno- 
rance of and indifference to literature of the 
bankers and brokers by whose offices his book- 
cellar is surrounded, and against the influence 
of the 400 liquor saloons which turn into their 
tills the dollars which he thinks of right should 
belong to him. 

‘‘In the imperial city of the West, here in 
Wall Street where the brains of the country 
are supposed to be gathered for the nation’s 
welfare,” Mr. Whiting complains, he can’t sell 
two books a day at any price. They won't 
even ‘‘ buy a picture-book to take home to their 
children.” And as for Mr. Whiting’s own 
poem, ‘‘ Four Hundred to One,” it might have 
been still-born for all the bankers and brokers 
What they do want, and 
what they seem to getin plenty, according to 
Mr. Whiting, is rum-shops. 

And so Mr. Whiting is about to withdraw the 
only civilizing influence from that neighbor- 
hood, and after the first of May next the bank- 
ers and brokers will not be able to get any of 
his quarter of a million books. He does not 
say whether he will go higher up-town and give 
the men who now slight him another chance to 
redeem themselves in his opinion. 


seem to care for it. 
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This would be his only hope for retrieving the 
losses he has sustained during his seven years’ 
vigil on the steps of the down-town cellar. He 
has learned to his sorrow that his neighbors 
have no time during the stay south of Wall 
Street for anything but business, and the im- 
bibing of stimulus to keep up the mad rush 
after the almighty dollar. These same men, 
however, when their stint of work is done, be- 
come men of leisure, and on their way up- 
town are apt to drop into the book-shops for 
prizes or bargains. Mr. Whiting made a mis- 
take when he thought he could catch the 
dollars of these men where they make them, 
forgetting that in their money-making haunts 
they are close as new steel traps, while away 
from them they become reasonable and toler- 
ably liberal buyers. 

We should advise Mr. Whiting to give up his 
intention ‘‘ to carry the war into Africa” and 
to ‘‘ show the world what a set of ignoramuses 
these fellows down here are.” The one would 
be useless, and the other far from the truth. 
Let him rather take his mammoth stock to 
some neighborhood where it may be inspected 
at leisure, and where the demand for it may be 
greater than it seems to have been where he is 
now located. 

We give prominence to Mr. Whiting’s dilem- 
ma because it illustrates a mistake made by 
many of his colleagues in this and other cities. 
In many cases little or no consideration seems 
to have been given to the suitability of the 
location chosen by some booksellers. These 
are aptin case of failure to attributé their ill 
success to the indifference or the ignorance of 
the public, to the department store, their bad 
luck, or to the inevitable ‘‘ hard times,” be- 
cause they overlook the simple fact that 
their difficulties are due to the mistake they 
originally made in opening a shop ina neigh- 
borhood where there was no demand for their 
services. 





PAPER-MAKING IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


THOUGH the number of paper factories in the 
United States has decreased 20 per cent. dur- 
ing the last fifteen years, the product of Ameri- 
can factori¢és during the same period, accord- 
ing to the New York Sum, ‘‘ has increased 40 
per cent., and the present capacity of the paper- 
mills of the United States is 300,000 tons a year. 
More than $100,000,000 are invested in the paper 
factories of the country, which number 700, and 
the total number of employeesin themis larger 
than our standing army. 

‘For many years, during the time that rag 
paper or straw paper was the standard, Great 
Britain stood at the head of the world’s pro- 
ducers, and manufactured not only sufficient for 
the home demand, which is very extensive, but 
also had a surplus left over for export to other 
countries, whereas the American product ol 
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paper was insufficient even for home require- 
ments. With, the discovery however, of the 
utility of wood-pulp for paper-making and the 
process whereby the cost of paper has been re- 
duced from 12144 to 244 cents per pound, the 
United States have been steadily pushing 
ahead, and are now not only in advance of 
Great Britain, but are increasing their lead 
rapidly. Germany follows Great Britain close- 
ly, and may soon overtake it in paper-mak- 
ing. 

‘The raw material, including wood-pulp, 
rags, bagging, wood-fibre, and cotton-waste 
which enter into the composition of paper, rep- 
resent a total annual investment in all the 
countries which have authentic figures of paper 
manufacture of $100,000,000, and the chemicals 
used for dyeing or coloring papers, particularly 
high-grade note-paper, involve a further ex- 
penditure of $50,000,000, The ingredients 
which enter into the composition of paper of 
various kinds, in-addition to those already 
given, are jute and straw, and the rags used 
are divided, according to their serviceableness, 
into linen rags, which yield 50 per cent. of 
paper from the amount of material used, wool- 
len rags, which yield 60 per cent., and cotton 
rags which, by improved process, yield 65 per 
cent. 

‘‘New York and Massachusetts stand at the 
head of the States in respect to the amount of 
paper manufactured. With the cheapening of 
the cost of paper not only have new uses been 
found for it (they have railway tracks made of 
paper in Germany, and paper pencils are no 
longer a novelty in New York) but the demand 
for paper has increased enormously. This is 
particularly noticeable in newspapers, the size 
of which has, in many cases, been increased to 
correspond to the reduction in price. More- 
over, cheaper paper has boomed enormously 
the business of the publication of books and 
magazines.” 





SECOND-HAND BOOK-STALLS. 


ONE must make the rounds of the second- 
hand book-stalls in our big cities, says a writer 
in the Springfield Republican, to get the real 
aroma and atmosphere of books. These stalls 
are usually in the byways, and they are oases 
of quaintness and fascination to the biblio- 
maniac and collector. These old books stalls 
are usually sandwiched in between other shops 
or down in grimy basements. The master is 
all of a piece with his wares, in the sere and 
yellow leaf, down at heels, out at elbows, and 
general air of dilapidation ; just as the books 
are a bit worse on the outside for the battle of 
life, but within contain a heart as pure and 
young as when the back was straight and the 
cover a thing of beauty. Few of these old 
book-stalls are ever advertised. One stumbles 
upon them. The dingy shelves often hide 
among countless miscellaneous volumes rare 
treasures, veritable finds. Editions long out 
of print, autographic editions that have drifted 
into this promiscuous collection of old books no 
one knows how. Allthese books are veterans, 
who could a tale unfold besides that bound and 
printed between the covers. Some of these 
books wear the antiquated garb of vellum, so 
fashionable in our great-grandfathers’ day, 
some have quaint, black-letter type, with curi- 
ously illuminated chapter initials. 


At the book-stall the new book counts for 
naught, and the shabby old book takes pre- 
cedence. Many and various are the reasons 
why old books acquire their value. They may 
belong to limited editions, or to editions that 
have long been out of print ; they may be auto- 
graphic, or have a valuable ex-libris or book- 
plate of some fomer owner. Be it primer, al- 
manac, Bible, or, in fact, anything between 
covers, with this treasure in it, it is a prize that 
marks a red-letter day to the finder. Age at 
the book-stall is at a premium, that in many 
cases goes for a bargain. The uninitiated 
mortal little thinks of all this as he heedlessly 
passes these dingy old stalls, while the collector 
or bibliomaniac is ever on the gut vive to find 
an Elzevir, an Aldine, or Bordom—or early 
American editions with the Bradford or Ben 
Franklin imprint. 

Not long since a friend of mine became the 
happy owner of an ‘‘ extended ” edition of ‘‘ The 
New York Stage,”’ in which a great amount of 
additional clippings on the stage had been 
bound in with the book, besides plates and 
photographs of the successive actors and 
actresses that have delighted the public for 
years. This valuable edition was procured 
for a mere song, and the same lucky mortal 
picked up a first edition of Thackeray’s works, 
with broken backs and dog-eared leaves. 
My friend showed me his treasure with the 
pride of a Pompey, and told me of there mark- 
able old fellow of whom he had purchased the 
books. This old man I afterwards interviewed, 
and I found him acharacter. Although nota 
literary man, he had inhaled the book atmos- 
phere so long that by a strange intuition he 
knew the inside as well as the outside of his 
wares—as if the books had confided to him all 
their secret being. Then he had gleaned a lot 
of valuable information from collectors and ex- 
perts. Outof the confusion worse confounded 
that always reigns ina book-stall the old vend- 
or can produce just what one asks for without 
any real search in dark, dingy, dusty corners, 
where to the purchaser disorder seems su- 
preme. 





THE AMENITIES AND TRIBULATIONS 
OF THE FRENCH BOOKSELLERS. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Bérsendlatt fiir den 
deutschen Buchhandel has contributed to its 
issue of September 8 an article on the French 
book trade, mainly referring, however, to the 
benefit reaped by the trade from the annual 
distribution of school prizes, in what would 
otherwise be the dead season, and to the com- 
petition of co-operative stores. ‘‘It is no rare 
occurrence,” says the writer, ‘‘for a model 
school-boy to carry home from the prize distri- 
bution his well-earned spoils of victory in the 
form of a dozen books. . . . If we think that 
France boasts of about six million school boys 
and girls of various kind, and that book prizes 
are given in even the smallest villages, we can 
form some idea of what sums of money accrue 
to the book industries by this practice. Some 
large firms. such as Hachette, of Paris, and 
Mame, of Tours, supply books to the amount 
of about one million francs each... .” 

‘If the German bookseller sighs under the 
competition of undersellers, his French col- 
league has to reckon with the much more ex- 
tensive book sales of the great stores, where

new books of all kinds are to be had at very 
much reduced prices. The Congress of French 
Miscellaneous Booksellers, recently held at 
Lyons, was unanimous in its complaint as to 
this unfair competition.” 

In this connection we note that the Cercle de 
la Librairie decided that it would not make any 
reduction to those co-operative societies, the 
principal part of whose business is in articles 
of consumption, but which nevertheless furnish 
books and stationery, an action that deserves 
imitation in this country. 





POPULARITY OF ‘‘ DON QUIXOTE.” 


SoME one has been casting doubts on the popu- 
larity of ‘‘ Don Quixote,” and the indefatiga- 
ble searcher after facts has immediately made 
it his business to collect and tabulate the statis- 
tics relating to the circulation of Cervantes’s 
immortal work. From these we learn that the 
book first saw light in 1503, and since its pro- 
duction there have been in all 1324 editions. 
Spain naturally stands first with 528, but Eng- 
land is a capital second with the splendid score 
of 334 translations. In French there have been 
179, and in Italian 99, Portugal contributing 
only 84. But the greatest suprise comes from 
Germany, where only 45 editions of the novel 
have been published during the three centuries 
of its existence. Of remaining editions 18 were 
in Swedish, 5 in modern Greek, 4 in Catalan, 3 
in Roumanian, and I each in Basque and Latin. 

Since 1820 there were published in the 
United States 22 editions. Mostof these were 
reprints of well-known English translations ; a 
few were printed in Spanish. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


WILLIAM Morris died in London on the 
morning of October 3.. He was born in Wal- 
thamstown, a little village of Essex, England, 
in 1834. His father was an enterprising busi- 
ness man, and from his birth William Morris 
was secured against all anxiety for material 
comforts, and all his life was surrounded with 
all that makes for culture and progress. He 
was highly talented in many directions, a fact 
which for some years kept him from finding 
his true vocation. In 1848 the Morris family 
moved to Marlborough, and William went to 
college and began to show interest in art and 
archeology. He was specially fond of memo- 
rial brasses. In 1852 he entered Oxford at 
Exeter College, at a time when the University 
was in the midst of a medieval revival which 
was fostered on the one hand by the Tractarian 
College of John Henry Newman, and on the 
other bythe artistic guild of the pre-Raphaelite 
Brotherhood—Holman Hunt, D. G. Rossetti, 
and John E. Millais. Under their influence 
William Morris and his college chum, E. Burne- 
Jones, became students of the Middle Ages. In 
1856 he started Zhe Oxford and Cambridge 
Magazine,and wrote for it a series of medieval 
romances which showed his poetic imagination 
and his great literay facility. Morris then 
studied architecture, but later abandoned it. 
Later he studied painting and artistic decora- 
tion, and in this art and in his writing he 
finally found the means of expression for his 
healthy, virile idealism. In 1861 he joined Ford 
Madox Brown, E. Burne-Jones, D. G. Rossetti, 
and Philip Webb in forming an art firm, with

the intent of designing and manufacturing 
stained-glass mosaics, wall-papers, artistic tur- 
niture, and general household decorations. Of 
late years William Morris had declared him- 
self a socialist, and had written and spoken 
much in defence of socialism. He led Burne- 
Jones toa deep sympathy with socialism and 
inspired Walter Crane, Cobden-Sanderson, and 
many of the other designers and workers in 
wood and metal who have organized the annual 
Arts and Crafts Exhibition, Recently Morris 
had busied himself as a printer, issuing from 
the Kelmscott Press a series of sumptuous re- 
prints of old works. All through his busy 
career as poet, artist, prophet, and reformer 
Morris wrote rapidly and well. The list of 
his works would be too long to print here. 
Those which gained him his place in literature 
are: ‘‘ The Defence of Guenevere,” 1858; ‘‘ The 
Life and Death of Jason,” 1867; ‘‘ The Earthly 
Paradise,” 1868; ‘‘The Story of Sigurd the 
Volsung,” 1875; ‘‘The Decorative Arts and 
Modern Life and Progress,” 1878; ‘‘ Hopes and 
Fears for Art,” 1882; ‘‘A Tale of the House 
of the Wolfings and all the Kindreds of the 
Mark,” 1888; ‘‘ The Roots of the Mountains,” 
1889; ‘‘The Story of the Glittering Plain’; 
‘* News from Nowhere,” 1890; ‘‘ Poems by the 
Way,” 1892; and ‘‘The Wood Beyond the 
World,” 1895. A new book entitled ‘‘ The 
Well at the End of the World”’ is now in press. 
Morris was wholly unconventional, and in all 
things a law unto himself, and during his later 
years he was thought by many to do harm 
with his pronounced socialism. He was strong- 
ly opposed to routine and mammon rule, and 
labored earnestly to educate all who came 
within his influence to strive for independence 
and individuality, and to honor labor and do 
healthy, hopeful work for human progress. 


GEORGE LOUIS PALMELLA BussON DU MAURIER 
died at his home near Hampstead Heath, on 
the 8th inst. He was born in Paris, March 6, 
1834, and went to England at the age of seven- 
teen, where he studied chemistry under Dr. 
Williamson at University College, London. 
Afterwards he studied painting under the fa- 
mous M. Gleyre, also in Antwerp and Diissel- 
dorf. He first began as an illustrator in Eng- 
land for Once A Week, afterwads for CornAztill 
and the ///lustrated Magazine. Later he joined 
the Punch staff. Since that time his weekly 
drawings made him one of the best known and 
most admired of contemporary artists and satir- 
ists and won for him the sobriquet of ‘‘the 
In 1891 Harper's 
Magazine printed his first novel, ‘* Peter Ibbet- 
son,” which won the hearts of the public at 
once. This was followed in the same maga- 
zine in 1894 by ‘‘ Trilby,” which, as a phenom- 
enon in literature, ranks with Mrs. Stowe’s 
‘* Uncle Tom’s Cabin” and Hawthorne’s ‘‘ Scar- 
let Letter.” His latest novel. ‘‘ The Martian,” 
which began in the October Harper’s, was com- 
pleted, even to the drawings which are to ac- 
company it, some time before he was taken ill. 


Dr. GEORGE D. Cox, author and translator, 
died in Philadelphia September 30. He was 
responsible for many of the translations from 
the French issued by T. B. Peterson & Broth- 
ers, for whom he also wrote a novel entitled 
‘‘Edmond Dante,” which was believed by 
many people to be Dumas’s own sequel to 
‘*Monte Cristo.”

ACTING ATTORNEY-GENERAL WHITNEY has 
rendered an opinion in which he holds that the 
importation of foreign-made chromos not copy- 
righted which are copies of foreign paintings 
copyrighted in the United States under sections 
4952 and 4956, as amended bythe act of March 
3, 1891, is legal. This proviso, Mr. Whitney 
says, cannot be read so as to include in its ap- 
plicationchromos protected merely by the copy- 
right of the painting.

The story 
opens in Lucerne, and while it is entirely sepa- 
rate in interest, some of the personages that 
appear in it will be familiarto readers of ‘‘ Don 
Orsino.” 


MR. JAMES PAYN thinks there is much ab- 
surd and misleading talk about the earnings of 
authors. ‘‘ There is a general belief,” he re- 
marks, ‘‘thatthe present is the golden age of 
literature, because a few favored novelists 
make unexampled sums. It is a popular er- 
ror.” To nine-tenths of those who follow it 
literature is unremunerative. Because, as Mr. 
Payn Says, a few persons make incomes vary- 
ing from three to seven thousand pounds per 
annum, it is hastily taken for granted that one 
has but to take to writing to find one’s self in 
possession of a gold-mine. The mistake has 
caused much tragic disappointment; and yet 
it must be owned that the number of successful 
writers isincreasing. Not only are there novel- 
ists to-day whose individual earnings exceed 
those of Dickens or Thackeray or George 
Eliot, but there is a small army of writers who 
make incomes that compare very favorably 
with the earnings of doctors and barristers. 
All the same, Mr. Payn is undoubtedly right 
In Saying that there is a great deal of exag- 
gerated talk about payments for literary work.
